Just as I was going to bed last ni^t I received a pboiie call from Krs* Bita

The immediate purpose of her call was an invitation froa Fenn Jones to go to 
Dallas on the 17 th for a showing ih yy CiBoden of the filras he usually sibows plus 
Rush to Judgement, ^cause Sita was finished with the whole Dallas gang except 
Craig and had told tham so pointedly, especially Bann, she was surprised aiiu is 
not going. Penn persisted, which worried her more because of violence and Violent talk 
from Mm in the past. On one occasion when she was staying with the Craigs (divorced 
two years ago), when Roger provided bodyguards all the way to the airport (She had been 
beaten up at the airport once, losing teeth, etc. abc aayi.) 

She quotes Fetm as saying Roger suicide four laontbs ago (all tM.s frtsa meBtozy- 
taped when I saw what she was goiiig into). 

Roger kept a diary. She lias it, Fenn wants it, and Roger wanted him not to have 
it and regarded it as cause for his own idlling. She road parts to me, the reason 
being the way I ccxae accross in my writing. She ia on our mai-Jxg list. 

1 told her how to check out with Paul Rotherael whether or not Roger is dead. 

She has duplicated the diary- out of her possession. 

Her details of this whole odd bunch arc consistent with wla.t I know except for 
the violence and for Penn's insistences. 

!Phis can't be complete, from menoiy, and because I have to go to DC, 

Boxley is selling tapes of his personal conversations with '‘arrison. e sold mae 
dealing with “im Ross to ^lary for $16. ^ appears to have taped all these kinds of 
conversations* I know he has some because I have a copy of another with Raney Farrin. 
(This part of the story also in the diary. Craig .>stile Ferrln’s criminal record. 1-t 
was for Fenn but appears to be what Boxley told me he had obtained in Colorado.) 

Roger also stole police radio tapes-three channels. 18" reels. 

Jiany details about police, sheriff inside, Irrelevant Ruby details aftei hailing. 
Decker and what ^raig says hapj«ned to him and how, with names and dates. 

Craig appears to have started keeping this diary for his son the day before 
JFK Was due to arrive sicplir because it was so unusual to see a President. 

Her reeding of some of the early pesnges is entirely caisistent with his testi- 
mony: exept for what was omitted and what he did not add when he "corrected" it as 
printed at fiaggie Field's, 

What stniok me as most important wore new details of the fixtSiiSfot the shells 
and rifle and the time those at the TSBD learned about the Tipplt killing. Roger looked 
at his wjfich, it was 1:06. ^his is entirely consistent with the Bowleg affidavit, 
ignored by the Commiasion/Belin in person and particular. 

Different Buddy Wal'^rs story than I get from Hudkineiinfereoce he was killed 
by partner r*ther than man he was sent to pick up. Repeats what logs show, first Tippit 
shell (he says all) automatics. Rifle shells all li|)ed ap as found, suspicious to 
at time. 

Fenn had told me of efforts to kill Roger. I don t recall details. Diary two 
different ones, one in wMch man with whom he had appointment that was eatebed was killed 
while standing next to him. 

I told her my areas doubts ■‘*oger end about when they begin. Bis diary shows first 
contact from Garrison via Fenn, etc. He wound up hating them all. 

Total about 90 pages.

The character of these strange Dallas people is consistent with what I know, 
except that she dislikes then more and has more specifics from an entirely different 
kind of ralationship. She has suspicions about Bu^. been told by Penn that 
both FerrftllA Ktautemeu, Sh e is tougher on Mary than I would be. 

She in also has ner own notes. These Include visits from Boxley as late as 
1971 or 1972. 

Mentioned Bnakston several timep. Forget context. 

After she brol:e from Penn he idioned her at Craigs and said he was coring over, 
insisting that she meet him outside. She refused, he said he w^as coming and 
up. This is when Roger called and got bodyguards, one who stayed outside nnri one 
in house, who took her to -nove i*iel£ next day. ‘^'his is not nia she was beaten up 
there. Wiile this seems farout there was nothing in the way she spoke or vhat she 
to cast any doubt on her rationality. And despite the doubts I developed abotrt 
“raigf oT which I told her, there wer;; mnny points of confiimation. 

In her account Mary controls thcaa all. She eays Kiabrough dying of cancer.
